This writer talked to a number 


of government officials about this.

Russians can deposit their sav- 


ings in banks and gel interest. The 
banks are state banks, owned by 
the governmet.

Diarrheal diseases cause the mo- 


st difficulty during the first two 
years of life and djring the new- 
born period, ' in undernourished in- 
fants. Parents should be instruct- 
ed as to the importance of giving 
their children clean food, if diar- 
rheal diseases are to be prevent- 
ed. 


Treatment of diarrheal diseas in 


infants consists of preventing or 
overcoming dehydration, the loss of 
water and minerals.

Treatment of diarrheal diseas in

.iciuon. 'ine gray, genial, 
jj-year-oid admiral is credited with 
having been the man most influen- 
tial in selling Ihe old-line "battle- 
snip' boys" on the importance of 
aviation in naval operations. 


His success as a naval aviation 


ialesman almost brought him to 
the Navy's top job—Chief of Na- 
al operations. He was the only air 
man under consideration as suc- 
cessor to Chester W. Nimitz, but 
a non-aviator got Ihe post. When 
Admiral Louis E. Dcnfeld takes 
over Nimitz' office shortly, Ram- 
sey will step into Denfeld's old job 
in the Pacific. 


His career-long struggle to make

Puts Whole 
Show on Disc 


Radio 
listeners hear 
the 
an- 
nouncer say that a certain piece 
01 tnusic is played by "transcrip- 
:ion", but another time he says 
;fic piece is a "record" — they 
really are two different things. 


A record is just what you play 
on your home phonograpn. It is 
either 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
and its playing speed is 78 revo- 
lutions a .minulc. Even the best 
home 
records have considerable 
sunacc noise in the music due to 
tiic material thc discs are made of. 
But a transcription is a profes- 
sional 
disc manufactured princi- 


pally for broadcasting stations. 
A 


transcription usually is 16 inches 
in diameter, it turns at 33 1/3 revo- 
lutions a minute, and will play con- 
tinuously tor 15 minutes. It shows 
almost no surface noise in the mu- 
sic. 


If bought .at the stores in compe- 


tition with phonograph records 
a 
transcription would 
cost 
many 


times more—but the transcriptions 
that radio 
stations 
use 
aren't 


bought; they are leased. 
Hope's new radio station, KXAR, 


14UO on your dial, uses transcrip- 
tions by Lang-Worth, the recording 
division of Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Lang-Worth has supplied 
KXAR with a library of 4,000 musi- 
cal selections, and will furnish 1,- 
5GO more, pro-rated monthly' over 
a two-year contract. For this the 
radio station pays Lang-Worth a 
monthly fee, 
Holding the library 
and thc additional new selections 
snipped monthly, only as long as 
the contract is in cifect. 
The transcription service has two 
advantages besides the 
superior 
quality of the discs themselves: (1) 
It embraces all kinds of music, giv- 
ing a background of melodies that 
never grow old, and adding new 
tunes from the popular field mon- 
thly; and (2) with a transcription 
disc five or more pieces of music 
are arranged on a single plate, with 
intervals Between the songs for an- 
nouncements— thus giving a com- 
plete 15-rmnute show on a single 
transcription. 
In addition, of course, the radio 
station starts off with several hun- 
dred phonograph records, mostly 
popular music, wnich will be added 
to iTo-m month to month. 
Ouviously, all radio stations em- 


ploy special turntables which will 
play either the smallest records or 
trie largest transcriptions, and at 
either 78 or 33 1/3 revolutions per 
minute.

which you hear over some stations 
when the disc jockey late at night 
is clowning around is 
the effect 
produced when the operator delib- 
erately plays a transcription (33 
1/3 rpm's) at the 78 rpm's that a 
phonograph record uses. When he 
throws tne switch back to slow- 
speed thc transcription returns to 
normal tone. 


The copyrighted music reproduc- 
ed by radio stations either with 
live talent or on transcriptions or 
records is paid for by the station 
through contracts with the three 
organizations representing tne mus- 
ical composers: ASCAP, BMI and 
SESAC.

Americans 
Have Longer 
Lease on Life

New York (NEA) —It may seem 


like a harder job 
every day to 
make ends meet. But at least tnere 
is one side dish of comfort in the 
present situation. Today's average 
American has a longer lease 
on 


life than ever before in our history 
in which he may try to perform 
that economic miracle. 


The long-suspected fact that A- 
mcricans are living'longer these 
uays is now official. Life insurance 
companies have just 
adopted 
a 
newly revised mortality table, and 
the keepers of the longevity box 
score now figure the average life 
expectancy at 65.8 years. 
That's a gain of 16.6 years in 
less than half a century. Staticians 
say that record has never been 
approached in man's history and, 
like Babe Ruth's 60 home runs in 
one year, may never be broken 
The new mortality table is the 
first official one in this country 
since 1868. Its appearance is at 
least partly a public relations ges- 
ture. Irate, misinformed policy hol- 
ders had been complaining tnat it 
was ridiculous to base their 
re- 
miums on an 89-year old forecast 
of life expectancy, and that they 
were getting gypped. 


Actually, the insurance compan- 


ies have been keeping up with the 
advancing length of life pretty well 
even though the 1868 table was 
still the basic one. They did this 


antee the holders of participating 
johcies around 3 or 3 1-2 per cent 
nterest. But with their 
present 
earnings they feel tms is unsate. 
bo, on or beiore Jan. 1, the great 
majority 01 tnem will scale ciown 
tne guaranteed rate to 2 a-4, 2 1-2 
or even 2 per cent.

The Brush tape recorder puts mu- 


sic on a quarter-inch paper tape 
by magnetic impulse. Tiic paper 
tape is covered with an ink tnat 
is impregnated with iron, enabling 
the tape to be magnetized. After 
the recording has been played over 
.he air the tape is run 'back through 
the machine, demagnetized, 
and 
used over and over again lor hun- 
dreds of ditlercnl subjects. 


KXAR has had two brush tape 
recorders here since July, and will 
expand this or similar equipment 
as the months go by so that many 
programs can be brought into the 
station from the rural area where 
telephone 
service is not

enough for a direct wire. 


The Brush tape recorder will 


hold a continuous program of more 
than 30 minutes, and thc machine 
is so simple that anyone can oper- 
ate if after a few hours' instruc- 
tion and practice.

a half miles north of the heart of 
Hope on Stale Highway No. 29, 
was built by B. W. Edwards, who 
put up thc 
Hcmpstcad 
county 


jf courthouse and who is a director 


in Hope1 Broadcasting company. 


Thc building was started Sep- 


tember 2, 1047,. and was finished 
November 28. 


It is 32 by 54 feet, constructed of 


buff brick with interior tile walls, 
an asbestos slate roof and asphalt 
tile floors. Steel frame windows 
arc used throughout the building, 
with special 
tilted double-glass 


panels looking into the studio inter- 
ior from three sides, giving a clear 
view of a "live" show but at thc 


(f\Vsame time guarding against in- 
trusion of noise. 


Thc building was designed by 
Contractor Edwards from an ex- 
tensive collection of sample radio 
station plans, none of wnich met 
exact local needs. After examin- 
ing other stations, and in consulta- 
tion with Chief 
Engineer 
L. B. 


Tooley as to mechanical require- 
ments, Mr. Edwards made the final 
floor plan. Thc building' has been 
highly praised by visiting radio 
men as a model 250-watt "local" 


jfyplant, both as to durable construc- 
tion and interior arrangement. 


A special feature ot tna building 


is its floating foundation. A rein- 
forced concrete frame was laid on 
lop ot the, ground, and a concrete 
slab poured on top of this, ft was 
Mr. Edwards' 
idea—knowing the 


destructive movement of hope's 
soil between wet and dry seasons 
—that ill tho building changed its

The building is air-conditioned 


ifcand heated through a central sys- 


tem by Carrier, furnished by A. W. 
Johnson company 
of Tcxarkanu. 
The central system covers all but 
an eight-foot section across the 
south end of the building, which 
was 
cut 
off from the working 
quarters because this 8-by-32-foot 
room houses thc Collins transmitter 
and its 2,000 watts of heat. The 
transmitter gauges are clearly vis- 
ible, however, as required by FCC 
regulations, 
through an insulated 


double-wall glass separating this 
|& work room from the control room. 


This is a brand new feature wilh 
the KXAR building, and attracted 
interest , at the federal inspection 
December 1. The building ceiling 


. throughout is protected with a four- 


inch layer ot rock wool. 


KXAR 
provides 
an 
unusally 


large studio, 17 by 22 feet, with 
the OVa-l'oot ceiling that prevails 
throughout the building. Both the 
studio and the control room ara 
ceilingcd and walled with Heer- 
wagon acoustical tile, purchased 


«ufrom the famous radio supplier at 
Fayetleville, Ark.. In the studio is 
a Baldwin Acrosonic piano bought 
from Melody shop, Tcxarkana, an 
instrument 
of full-length 
strings 


despite its small size. 


The studio runs along Ihe west 
wall of the building. Adjoining it 
on the north end are a combina- 
tion office and audition room, 12'/> 
by 13 feet, with plate glass giving 
a view into the main studio; and, 
on the northcasl corner of Ihe 
building thc manager's office, 13 by 
814 feet. Between these two offices 
W is a four-foot room housing the 


air-conditioning and heating units. 


On thc front, or east, side' is 
the reception room or outside of- 
fice, 29 by 13 feet, with restrooms 
adjoining. 


Adjoining the south end of the 


studio, on Ihe west wall of the 
building, is the control room, 8 by 
17 feet, housing Ihe operating con-

signal, instead of spicading out for 
hundreds of miles, will probably be 
cut back to just the trading zone.

But aCXAR is only one of 157 sta- 
tions broadcasting on 1490 k.c.. 
.These" are known as "locals." 
bpaced at intervals of not less than 
85/miles apart, they do not inter- 
fere with one another in daytime 
broadcasting. But at night—all of 
them being more powerful —they 
drive each other back to then- 
own trading territory limits.

Show on Disc 


Radio 
listeners hear 
the 
an- 
nouncer say that a certain piece 
01 tnusic is played by "transcrip- 
:ion", but another time he says 
;fic piece is a "record" — they 
really are two different things. 


A record is just what you play 
on your home phonograpn. It is 
either 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
and its playing speed is 78 revo- 
lutions a .minulc. Even the best 
home 
records have considerable 
sunacc noise in the music due to 
tiic material thc discs are made of. 
But a transcription is a profes- 
sional 
disc manufactured princi- 


pally for broadcasting stations. 
A 


transcription usually is 16 inches 
in diameter, it turns at 33 1/3 revo- 
lutions a minute, and will play con- 
tinuously tor 15 minutes. It shows 
almost no surface noise in the mu- 
sic. 


If bought .at the stores in compe- 


tition with phonograph records 
a 
transcription would 
cost 
many 


times more—but the transcriptions 
that radio 
stations 
use 
aren't 


bought; they are leased. 
Hope's new radio station, KXAR, 


14UO on your dial, uses transcrip- 
tions by Lang-Worth, the recording 
division of Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Lang-Worth has supplied 
KXAR with a library of 4,000 musi- 
cal selections, and will furnish 1,- 
5GO more, pro-rated monthly' over 
a two-year contract. For this the 
radio station pays Lang-Worth a 
monthly fee, 
Holding the library 
and thc additional new selections 
snipped monthly, only as long as 
the contract is in cifect. 
The transcription service has two 
advantages besides the 
superior 
quality of the discs themselves: (1) 
It embraces all kinds of music, giv- 
ing a background of melodies that 
never grow old, and adding new 
tunes from the popular field mon- 
thly; and (2) with a transcription 
disc five or more pieces of music 
are arranged on a single plate, with 
intervals Between the songs for an- 
nouncements— thus giving a com- 
plete 15-rmnute show on a single 
transcription. 
In addition, of course, the radio 
station starts off with several hun- 
dred phonograph records, mostly 
popular music, wnich will be added 
to iTo-m month to month. 
Ouviously, all radio stations em- 


ploy special turntables which will 
play either the smallest records or 
trie largest transcriptions, and at 
either 78 or 33 1/3 revolutions per 
minute.

every day to 
make ends meet. But at least tnere 
is one side dish of comfort in the 
present situation. Today's average 
American has a longer lease 
on 


life than ever before in our history 
in which he may try to perform 
that economic miracle. 


The long-suspected fact that A- 
mcricans are living'longer these 
uays is now official. Life insurance 
companies have just 
adopted 
a 
newly revised mortality table, and 
the keepers of the longevity box 
score now figure the average life 
expectancy at 65.8 years. 
That's a gain of 16.6 years in 
less than half a century. Staticians 
say that record has never been 
approached in man's history and, 
like Babe Ruth's 60 home runs in 
one year, may never be broken 
The new mortality table is the 
first official one in this country 
since 1868. Its appearance is at 
least partly a public relations ges- 
ture. Irate, misinformed policy hol- 
ders had been complaining tnat it 
was ridiculous to base their 
re- 
miums on an 89-year old forecast 
of life expectancy, and that they 
were getting gypped. 


Actually, the insurance compan- 


ies have been keeping up with the 
advancing length of life pretty well 
even though the 1868 table was 
still the basic one. They did this 


antee the holders of participating 
johcies around 3 or 3 1-2 per cent 
nterest. But with their 
present 
earnings they feel tms is unsate. 
bo, on or beiore Jan. 1, the great 
majority 01 tnem will scale ciown 
tne guaranteed rate to 2 a-4, 2 1-2 
or even 2 per cent.

In addition to the records and 
transcriptions KXAR has two of the 
newest inventions on the market 
today for making transcriptions of 
local talent, or speeches, or for 
recording network programs and 
playing them back over thc air on 
a delayed broadcast. These ma- 
chines are Brush 
magnetic tape 
recorders. 
The Brush tape recorder puts mu- 


sic on a quarter-inch paper tape 
by magnetic impulse. Tiic paper 
tape is covered with an ink tnat 
is impregnated with iron, enabling 
the tape to be magnetized. After 
the recording has been played over 
.he air the tape is run 'back through 
the machine, demagnetized, 
and 
used over and over again lor hun- 
dreds of ditlercnl subjects. 


KXAR has had two brush tape 
recorders here since July, and will 
expand this or similar equipment 
as the months go by so that many 
programs can be brought into the 
station from the rural area where 
telephone 
service is not 
good 


enough for a direct wire. 


The Brush tape recorder will 


hold a continuous program of more 
than 30 minutes, and thc machine 
is so simple that anyone can oper- 
ate if after a few hours' instruc- 
tion and practice. Thus many 
a 


rural program 
can bo recorded 


nnd delivered to the station without 
requiring one of the KXAR staif 
to leave the building. 


The limitation on rural program- 


ing ior small-city radio stations 
always has been the excessive 
demands on trained 
manpower, 


for every time a member of the 
staff goes out on a remote; assign- 
ment someone back ;it tho station 
must "double up" 
for 
him on

Tho KXAR building, one and 


a half miles north of the heart of 
Hope on Stale Highway No. 29, 
was built by B. W. Edwards, who 
put up thc 
Hcmpstcad 
county 


jf courthouse and who is a director 


in Hope1 Broadcasting company. 


Thc building was started Sep- 


tember 2, 1047,. and was finished 
November 28. 


It is 32 by 54 feet, constructed of 


buff brick with interior tile walls, 
an asbestos slate roof and asphalt 
tile floors. Steel frame windows 
arc used throughout the building, 
with special 
tilted double-glass 


panels looking into the studio inter- 
ior from three sides, giving a clear 
view of a "live" show but at thc 


(f\Vsame time guarding against in- 
trusion of noise. 


Thc building was designed by 
Contractor Edwards from an ex- 
tensive collection of sample radio 
station plans, none of wnich met 
exact local needs. After examin- 
ing other stations, and in consulta- 
tion with Chief 
Engineer 
L. B. 


Tooley as to mechanical require- 
ments, Mr. Edwards made the final 
floor plan. Thc building' has been 
highly praised by visiting radio 
men as a model 250-watt "local" 


jfyplant, both as to durable construc- 
tion and interior arrangement. 


A special feature ot tna building 


is its floating foundation. A rein- 
forced concrete frame was laid on 
lop ot the, ground, and a concrete 
slab poured on top of this, ft was 
Mr. Edwards' 
idea—knowing the 


destructive movement of hope's 
soil between wet and dry seasons 
—that ill tho building changed its 
postofficc 
address 
it would 
at 


least be all in one piece. 


The building is air-conditioned 


ifcand heated through a central sys- 


tem by Carrier, furnished by A. W. 
Johnson company 
of Tcxarkanu. 
The central system covers all but 
an eight-foot section across the 
south end of the building, which 
was 
cut 
off from the working 
quarters because this 8-by-32-foot 
room houses thc Collins transmitter 
and its 2,000 watts of heat. The 
transmitter gauges are clearly vis- 
ible, however, as required by FCC 
regulations, 
through an insulated 


double-wall glass separating this 
|& work room from the control room. 


This is a brand new feature wilh 
the KXAR building, and attracted 
interest , at the federal inspection 
December 1. The building ceiling 


. throughout is protected with a four- 


inch layer ot rock wool. 


KXAR 
provides 
an 
unusally 


large studio, 17 by 22 feet, with 
the OVa-l'oot ceiling that prevails 
throughout the building. Both the 
studio and the control room ara 
ceilingcd and walled with Heer- 
wagon acoustical tile, purchased 


«ufrom the famous radio supplier at 
Fayetleville, Ark.. In the studio is 
a Baldwin Acrosonic piano bought 
from Melody shop, Tcxarkana, an 
instrument 
of full-length 
strings 


despite its small size. 


The studio runs along Ihe west 
wall of the building. Adjoining it 
on the north end are a combina- 
tion office and audition room, 12'/> 
by 13 feet, with plate glass giving 
a view into the main studio; and, 
on the northcasl corner of Ihe 
building thc manager's office, 13 by 
814 feet. Between these two offices 
W is a four-foot room housing the 


air-conditioning and heating units. 


On thc front, or east, side' is 
the reception room or outside of- 
fice, 29 by 13 feet, with restrooms 
adjoining. 


Adjoining the south end of the 


studio, on Ihe west wall of the 
building, is the control room, 8 by 
17 feet, housing Ihe operating con- 
sole, tiie turntables and the stor- 
age cabinets 
for 
transcriptions 


and records. 
South of both thc control room 


'•If 
and the reception room is the 8-foot 
section of the building, running the 
whole width of 32 feet, 
which 


t houses Ihe transmitter and work- 
shop, and is not air-conditioned. In 
this room also is the great switch- 
board where are the terminals for 
KXAR's 14 telephone lines, com- 
prising 10 remote lines to points 
about 
town (including six chur- 


ches), 
a spare line, 
the Mutual 


Broadcasting System line, 
the 


Assoeialed Press wire, and two 
local 'phone lines.

The building is bordered on the 
cast front and south end by 
a 


concrete walk serving the main en- 
trance and also the 
door to the 
transmitter and work room on the 
south end. The driveway comes in 
to a parking lot on the north end 
of the building, and this lot will 
be improved to accomodale a large 
number of cars when KXAR is 
playing a local show with particu 
larly wide interest.

KXAR, 1490, Hope, Ark., is just 
one ot <:,0uu u S. oroaacastlng sta- 
tions as 1947 draws to a close. 


And by tne end of 1U48 the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
oxi-ccls the total to level off at 2,- 
2ou—wnich compares with a prewar 
toial of s)00. 


Broadcasting installations 
wore 


booming betoic tne war, but hostil- 
ities dwelled all equipment to the 
armed forces. How the back-log of 
demand lor local stations swamped 
the i-'CC is. shown by its own figures 
as of December 1, 1047:- 


Stations actually licensed 1,453; 
under constructi6n or aoout to lake 
the air (such as KXAH) 482— an 
authorized total of 1,985. 
In audition, there aie 385 appli- 


cation in hearing, and 282 in the 
pending file—for a grand total of 
-,002. 


But conflicts in the hearings will 
eliminate many of the later appli- 
cations, and tne FCC expects the 
final total of operating stations to 
be around 2,25U. 


Which would put ~a radio station 
in every city able to support a 
daily paper—and a couple of hun- 
dred over.

One of the things that puzzles 
tolks when their old home town 
gets a radio station is that the 
broadcast doesn't tiavcl as far at 
night as it docs in the daytime. 
As everyone knows, the long- 
range stations which aren't heard 
m Hope in the daytime suddenly 
spring to life when the sun goes 
down. How come, then, that a local 
station has g -eater range in the day 
and Icht, at night. 


Take the case of KXAR. 
It 
should covei a radius of GO 
1 to 80 
miles around Hope 
in 
the day- 
time, far beyond the city's actual 
trading territory —but at night the 
signal, instead of spicading out for 
hundreds of miles, will probably be 
cut back to just the trading zone. 
Why? 
Well, KXAR's transmitter during 
equipment tests between 1 a.m. nnd 
4:30 a.m. November 29 actually 
reached out some 2,000 miles. The 
Hope station was heard clearly and 
in good volume at Fort Resolution 
Northwest Territory, Canada, 600 
miles north of Edmonton, Alberta 
province. 
Other 
verfied reports 


showed KXAR reached such dis- 
tant points as these: 


Lincoln, Nebr.; Walnutport, Pa.; 
Dubuque, la.J

Before all the mail returns are 
1 J'1,0, Hope station's signal will 
probably have been reported over- 
seas also, for 250-watters do reach 
Hawaii But only on equipment tests 
—between 
the non-broadca&ting 
hours of 1 to 6 a.m.. 


Because all broadcasting stations 
are more powerful at night the 
federal government arbitrarily re- 
duces their range by overloading 
certain frequencies on your radio 
dial. Take KXAR for instance. Its 
broadcasting frequency is 1490 k.c.. 
But aCXAR is only one of 157 sta- 
tions broadcasting on 1490 k.c.. 
.These" are known as "locals." 
bpaced at intervals of not less than 
85/miles apart, they do not inter- 
fere with one another in daytime 
broadcasting. But at night—all of 
them being more powerful —they 
drive each other back to then- 
own trading territory limits. 


Stations in this section 
which 
broadcast on the same frequency as 
KXAR 1490 k.c., are: KPLT, Paris, 
Te,xas' to the west; KXHJ, Russell- 
ville, Ark., to the north; KOTN 
SoiCToB1Sf£'.Arlc" to the easl! and 
9.VI; Ri"s!on' La- to the south. 
.OfNo. 1 importance to a "local" 
station, therefore, is a good "ground 
system"—a mass of wire buried 
in the earth and radiating out from 
the base of the tower like 
the 
spokes of a wheel—for this, and 
pot the tower, is what gives strength 
to the daytime signal, KXAR's in- 
stallation consists of 120 wires 180 
feet long, and 120 wires 50 feet 
long spaced between the longer 
ones—a total of nearly six miles 
of wiie buried in a huge circle 
around tho tower. It is a much lar- 
ger ground syitem than required by

Radio 
listeners hear 
the 
an- 
nouncer say that a certain piece 
01 tnusic is played by "transcrip- 
:ion", but another time he says 
;fic piece is a "record" — they 
really are two different things. 


A record is just what you play 
on your home phonograpn. It is 
either 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
and its playing speed is 78 revo- 
lutions a .minulc. Even the best 
home 
records have considerable 
sunacc noise in the music due to 
tiic material thc discs are made of. 
But a transcription is a profes- 
sional 
disc manufactured princi- 


pally for broadcasting stations. 
A 


transcription usually is 16 inches 
in diameter, it turns at 33 1/3 revo- 
lutions a minute, and will play con- 
tinuously tor 15 minutes. It shows 
almost no surface noise in the mu- 
sic. 


If bought .at the stores in compe- 


tition with phonograph records 
a 
transcription would

times more—but the transcriptions

aren't 


bought; they are leased. 
Hope's new radio station, KXAR, 


14UO on your dial, uses transcrip- 
tions by Lang-Worth, the recording 
division of Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Lang-Worth has supplied 
KXAR with a library of 4,000 musi- 
cal selections, and will furnish 1,- 
5GO more, pro-rated monthly' over 
a two-year contract. For this the 
radio station pays Lang-Worth a 
monthly fee, 
Holding the library 
and thc additional new selections 
snipped monthly, only as long as 
the contract is in cifect. 
The transcription service has two 
advantages besides the 
superior 
quality of the discs themselves: (1) 
It embraces all kinds of music, giv- 
ing a background of melodies that 
never grow old, and adding new 
tunes from the popular field mon- 
thly; and (2) with a transcription 
disc five or more pieces of music 
are arranged on a single plate, with 
intervals Between the songs for an- 
nouncements— thus giving a com- 
plete 15-rmnute show on a single 
transcription. 
In addition, of course, the radio 
station starts off with several hun- 
dred phonograph records, mostly 
popular music, wnich will be added 
to iTo-m month to month. 
Ouviously, all radio stations em- 


ploy special turntables which will 
play either the smallest records or 
trie largest transcriptions, and at 
either 78 or 33 1/3 revolutions per 
minute.

Americans 
Have Longer 
Lease on Life

New York (NEA) —It may seem 


like a harder job 
every day to 
make ends meet. But at least tnere 
is one side dish of comfort in the 
present situation. Today's average 
American has a longer lease 
on 


life than ever before in our history 
in which he may try to perform 
that economic miracle. 


The long-suspected fact that A- 
mcricans are living'longer these 
uays is now official. Life insurance 
companies have just 
adopted 
a 
newly revised mortality table, and 
the keepers of the longevity box 
score now figure the average life 
expectancy at 65.8 years. 
That's a gain of 16.6 years in 
less than half a century. Staticians 
say that record has never been 
approached in man's history and, 
like Babe Ruth's 60 home runs in 
one year, may never be broken 
The new mortality table is the 
first official one in this country 
since 1868. Its appearance is at 
least partly a public relations ges- 
ture. Irate, misinformed policy hol- 
ders had been complaining tnat it 
was ridiculous to base their 
re- 
miums on an 89-year old forecast 
of life expectancy, and that they 
were getting gypped. 


Actually, the insurance compan- 


ies have been keeping up with the 
advancing length of life pretty well 
even though the 1868 table was 
still the basic one. They did this 


antee the holders of participating 
johcies around 3 or 3 1-2 per cent 
nterest. But with their 
present 
earnings they feel tms is unsate. 
bo, on or beiore Jan. 1, the great 
majority 01 tnem will scale ciown 
tne guaranteed rate to 2 a-4, 2 1-2 
or even 2 per cent.

a half miles north of the heart of 
Hope on Stale Highway No. 29, 
was built by B. W. Edwards, who 
put up thc 
Hcmpstcad 
county 


jf courthouse and who is a director 


in Hope1 Broadcasting company. 


Thc building was started Sep- 


tember 2, 1047,. and was finished 
November 28. 


It is 32 by 54 feet, constructed of 


buff brick with interior tile walls, 
an asbestos slate roof and asphalt 
tile floors. Steel frame windows 
arc used throughout the building, 
with special 
tilted double-glass 


panels looking into the studio inter- 
ior from three sides, giving a clear 
view of a "live" show but at thc 


(f\Vsame time guarding against in- 
trusion of noise. 


Thc building was designed by 
Contractor Edwards from an ex- 
tensive collection of sample radio 
station plans, none of wnich met 
exact local needs. After examin- 
ing other stations, and in consulta- 
tion with Chief 
Engineer 
L. B. 


Tooley as to mechanical require- 
ments, Mr. Edwards made the final 
floor plan. Thc building' has been 
highly praised by visiting radio 
men as a model 250-watt "local" 


jfyplant, both as to durable construc- 
tion and interior arrangement. 


A special feature ot tna building 


is its floating foundation. A rein- 
forced concrete frame was laid on 
lop ot the, ground, and a concrete 
slab poured on top of this, ft was 
Mr. Edwards' 
idea—knowing the 


destructive movement of hope's 
soil between wet and dry seasons

The building is air-conditioned 


ifcand heated through a central sys- 


tem by Carrier, furnished by A. W. 
Johnson company 
of Tcxarkanu. 
The central system covers all but 
an eight-foot section across the 
south end of the building, which

off from the working 
quarters because this 8-by-32-foot 
room houses thc Collins transmitter 
and its 2,000 watts of heat. The 
transmitter gauges are clearly vis- 
ible, however, as required by FCC 
regulations, 
through an insulated 


double-wall glass separating this 
|& work room from the control room. 


This is a brand new feature wilh 
the KXAR building, and attracted 
interest , at the federal inspection 
December 1. The building ceiling 


. throughout is protected with a four- 


inch layer ot rock wool. 


KXAR 
provides 
an 
unusally 


large studio, 17 by 22 feet, with 
the OVa-l'oot ceiling that prevails 
throughout the building. Both the 
studio and the control room ara 
ceilingcd and walled with Heer- 
wagon acoustical tile, purchased 


«ufrom the famous radio supplier at 
Fayetleville, Ark.. In the studio is 
a Baldwin Acrosonic piano bought 
from Melody shop, Tcxarkana, an 
instrument 
of full-length 
strings 


despite its small size. 


The studio runs along Ihe west 
wall of the building. Adjoining it 
on the north end are a combina- 
tion office and audition room, 12'/> 
by 13 feet, with plate glass giving 
a view into the main studio; and, 
on the northcasl corner of Ihe 
building thc manager's office, 13 by 
814 feet. Between these two offices 
W is a four-foot room housing the 


air-conditioning and heating units. 


On thc front, or east, side' is 
the reception room or outside of- 
fice, 29 by 13 feet, with restrooms 
adjoining.

Broadcasting installations 
wore 


booming betoic tne war, but hostil- 
ities dwelled all equipment to the 
armed forces. How the back-log of 
demand lor local stations swamped 
the i-'CC is. shown by its own figures 
as of December 1, 1047:- 


Stations actually licensed 1,453; 
under constructi6n or aoout to lake 
the air (such as KXAH) 482— an 
authorized total of 1,985. 
In audition, there aie 385 appli- 


cation in hearing, and 282 in the 
pending file—for a grand total of

One of the things that puzzles 
tolks when their old home town 
gets a radio station is that the 
broadcast doesn't tiavcl as far at 
night as it docs in the daytime. 
As everyone knows, the long- 
range stations which aren't heard 
m Hope in the daytime suddenly 
spring to life when the sun goes 
down. How come, then, that a local 
station has g -eater range in the day 
and Icht, at night. 


Take the case of KXAR. 
It 
should covei a radius of GO 
1 to 80 
miles around Hope 
in 
the day- 
time, far beyond the city's actual 
trading territory —but at night the 
signal, instead of spicading out for 
hundreds of miles, will probably be 
cut back to just the trading zone. 
Why? 
Well, KXAR's transmitter during 
equipment tests between 1 a.m. nnd 
4:30 a.m. November 29 actually 
reached out some 2,000 miles. The 
Hope station was heard clearly and 
in good volume at Fort Resolution 
Northwest Territory, Canada, 600 
miles north of Edmonton, Alberta 
province.

Because all broadcasting stations 
are more powerful at night the 
federal government arbitrarily re- 
duces their range by overloading 
certain frequencies on your radio 
dial. Take KXAR for instance. Its 
broadcasting frequency is 1490 k.c.. 
But aCXAR is only one of 157 sta- 
tions broadcasting on 1490 k.c.. 
.These" are known as "locals." 
bpaced at intervals of not less than 
85/miles apart, they do not inter- 
fere with one another in daytime 
broadcasting. But at night—all of 
them being more powerful —they 
drive each other back to then- 
own trading territory limits. 


Stations in this section 
which 
broadcast on the same frequency as 
KXAR 1490 k.c., are: KPLT, Paris, 
Te,xas' to the west; KXHJ, Russell- 
ville, Ark., to the north; KOTN 
SoiCToB1Sf£'.Arlc" to the easl! and 
9.VI; Ri"s!on' La- to the south.

stallation consists of 120 wires 180 
feet long, and 120 wires 50 feet 
long spaced between the longer 
ones—a total of nearly six miles 
of wiie buried in a huge circle 
around tho tower.

Transcript 
Puts Whole 
Show on Disc 


Radio 
listeners hear 
the 
an- 
nouncer say that a certain piece 
01 tnusic is played by "transcrip- 
:ion", but another time he says 
;fic piece is a "record" — they 
really are two different things. 


A record is just what you play 
on your home phonograpn. It is 
either 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
and its playing speed is 78 revo- 
lutions a .minulc. Even the best 
home 
records have considerable 
sunacc noise in the music due to 
tiic material thc discs are made of. 
But a transcription is a profes- 
sional 
disc manufactured princi- 


pally for broadcasting stations. 
A 


transcription usually is 16 inches 
in diameter, it turns at 33 1/3 revo- 
lutions a minute, and will play con- 
tinuously tor 15 minutes. It shows 
almost no surface noise in the mu- 
sic. 


If bought .at the stores in compe- 


tition with phonograph records 
a 
transcription would 
cost 
many 


times more—but the transcriptions 
that radio 
stations 
use 
aren't 


bought; they are leased. 
Hope's new radio station, KXAR, 


14UO on your dial, uses transcrip- 
tions by Lang-Worth, the recording 
division of Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Lang-Worth has supplied 
KXAR with a library of 4,000 musi- 
cal selections, and will furnish 1,- 
5GO more, pro-rated monthly' over 
a two-year contract. For this the 
radio station pays Lang-Worth a 
monthly fee, 
Holding the library 
and thc additional new selections 
snipped monthly, only as long as 
the contract is in cifect. 
The transcription service has two 
advantages besides the 
superior 
quality of the discs themselves: (1) 
It embraces all kinds of music, giv- 
ing a background of melodies that 
never grow old, and adding new

The copyrighted music reproduc- 
ed by radio stations either with 
live talent or on transcriptions or 
records is paid for by the station 
through contracts with the three 
organizations representing tne mus- 
ical composers: ASCAP, BMI and 
SESAC.

Americans 
Have Longer 
Lease on Life

New York (NEA) —It may seem 


like a harder job 
every day to 
make ends meet. But at least tnere 
is one side dish of comfort in the 
present situation. Today's average 
American has a longer lease 
on 


life than ever before in our history 
in which he may try to perform 
that economic miracle. 


The long-suspected fact that A- 
mcricans are living'longer these 
uays is now official. Life insurance 
companies have just 
adopted 
a 
newly revised mortality table, and 
the keepers of the longevity box 
score now figure the average life 
expectancy at 65.8 years. 
That's a gain of 16.6 years in 
less than half a century. Staticians 
say that record has never been 
approached in man's history and, 
like Babe Ruth's 60 home runs in 
one year, may never be broken 
The new mortality table is the 
first official one in this country 
since 1868. Its appearance is at 
least partly a public relations ges- 
ture. Irate, misinformed policy hol- 
ders had been complaining tnat it 
was ridiculous to base their 
re- 
miums on an 89-year old forecast 
of life expectancy, and that they 
were getting gypped. 


Actually, the insurance compan- 


ies have been keeping up with the 
advancing length of life pretty well 
even though the 1868 table was 
still the basic one. They did this 


antee the holders of participating 
johcies around 3 or 3 1-2 per cent 
nterest. But with their 
present 
earnings they feel tms is unsate. 
bo, on or beiore Jan. 1, the great 
majority 01 tnem will scale ciown 
tne guaranteed rate to 2 a-4, 2 1-2 
or even 2 per cent.

The Brush tape recorder puts mu- 


sic on a quarter-inch paper tape 
by magnetic impulse.

After 
the recording has been played over 
.he air the tape is run 'back through 
the machine, demagnetized, 
and 
used over and over again lor hun- 
dreds of ditlercnl subjects. 


KXAR has had two brush tape 
recorders here since July, and will 
expand this or similar equipment 
as the months go by so that many 
programs can be brought into the 
station from the rural area where 
telephone 
service is not

enough for a direct wire. 


The Brush tape recorder will 


hold a continuous program of more 
than 30 minutes, and thc machine 
is so simple that anyone can oper- 
ate if after a few hours' instruc- 
tion and practice.

a half miles north of the heart of 
Hope on Stale Highway No. 29, 
was built by B. W. Edwards, who 
put up thc 
Hcmpstcad 
county 


jf courthouse and who is a director 


in Hope1 Broadcasting company. 


Thc building was started Sep- 


tember 2, 1047,. and was finished 
November 28. 


It is 32 by 54 feet, constructed of 


buff brick with interior tile walls, 
an asbestos slate roof and asphalt 
tile floors. Steel frame windows 
arc used throughout the building, 
with special 
tilted double-glass 


panels looking into the studio inter- 
ior from three sides, giving a clear 
view of a "live" show but at thc 


(f\Vsame time guarding against in- 
trusion of noise. 


Thc building was designed by 
Contractor Edwards from an ex- 
tensive collection of sample radio 
station plans, none of wnich met 
exact local needs. After examin- 
ing other stations, and in consulta- 
tion with Chief 
Engineer 
L. B. 


Tooley as to mechanical require- 
ments, Mr. Edwards made the final 
floor plan. Thc building' has been 
highly praised by visiting radio 
men as a model 250-watt "local" 


jfyplant, both as to durable construc- 
tion and interior arrangement. 


A special feature ot tna building 


is its floating foundation. A rein- 
forced concrete frame was laid on 
lop ot the, ground, and a concrete 
slab poured on top of this, ft was 
Mr. Edwards' 
idea—knowing the

The building is air-conditioned 


ifcand heated through a central sys- 


tem by Carrier, furnished by A. W. 
Johnson company 
of Tcxarkanu. 
The central system covers all but 
an eight-foot section across the 
south end of the building, which 
was 
cut 
off from the working 
quarters because this 8-by-32-foot 
room houses thc Collins transmitter 
and its 2,000 watts of heat. The 
transmitter gauges are clearly vis- 
ible, however, as required by FCC 
regulations, 
through an insulated 


double-wall glass separating this 
|& work room from the control room. 


This is a brand new feature wilh 
the KXAR building, and attracted 
interest , at the federal inspection 
December 1. The building ceiling 


. throughout is protected with a four- 


inch layer ot rock wool. 


KXAR 
provides 
an 
unusally 


large studio, 17 by 22 feet, with 
the OVa-l'oot ceiling that prevails 
throughout the building. Both the 
studio and the control room ara 
ceilingcd and walled with Heer- 
wagon acoustical tile, purchased 


«ufrom the famous radio supplier at 
Fayetleville, Ark.. In the studio is 
a Baldwin Acrosonic piano bought 
from Melody shop, Tcxarkana, an 
instrument 
of full-length 
strings 


despite its small size. 


The studio runs along Ihe west 
wall of the building. Adjoining it 
on the north end are a combina- 
tion office and audition room, 12'/> 
by 13 feet, with plate glass giving 
a view into the main studio; and, 
on the northcasl corner of Ihe 
building thc manager's office, 13 by 
814 feet. Between these two offices 
W is a four-foot room housing the 


air-conditioning and heating units. 


On thc front, or east, side' is 
the reception room or outside of- 
fice, 29 by 13 feet, with restrooms 
adjoining.

2ou—wnich compares with a prewar 
toial of s)00. 


Broadcasting installations 
wore 


booming betoic tne war, but hostil- 
ities dwelled all equipment to the 
armed forces. How the back-log of 
demand lor local stations swamped 
the i-'CC is. shown by its own figures 
as of December 1, 1047:- 


Stations actually licensed 1,453; 
under constructi6n or aoout to lake 
the air (such as KXAH) 482— an 
authorized total of 1,985.

One of the things that puzzles 
tolks when their old home town 
gets a radio station is that the 
broadcast doesn't tiavcl as far at 
night as it docs in the daytime. 
As everyone knows, the long- 
range stations which aren't heard 
m Hope in the daytime suddenly 
spring to life when the sun goes 
down. How come, then, that a local 
station has g -eater range in the day 
and Icht, at night. 


Take the case of KXAR. 
It 
should covei a radius of GO 
1 to 80 
miles around Hope 
in 
the day- 
time, far beyond the city's actual 
trading territory —but at night the 
signal, instead of spicading out for 
hundreds of miles, will probably be 
cut back to just the trading zone. 
Why? 
Well, KXAR's transmitter during 
equipment tests between 1 a.m. nnd 
4:30 a.m. November 29 actually 
reached out some 2,000 miles. The 
Hope station was heard clearly and 
in good volume at Fort Resolution 
Northwest Territory, Canada, 600 
miles north of Edmonton, Alberta 
province. 
Other 
verfied reports 


showed KXAR reached such dis- 
tant points as these:

Because all broadcasting stations 
are more powerful at night the 
federal government arbitrarily re- 
duces their range by overloading 
certain frequencies on your radio 
dial. Take KXAR for instance. Its 
broadcasting frequency is 1490 k.c.. 
But aCXAR is only one of 157 sta- 
tions broadcasting on 1490 k.c.. 
.These" are known as "locals." 
bpaced at intervals of not less than 
85/miles apart, they do not inter- 
fere with one another in daytime 
broadcasting. But at night—all of 
them being more powerful —they 
drive each other back to then- 
own trading territory limits. 


Stations in this section 
which 
broadcast on the same frequency as 
KXAR 1490 k.c., are: KPLT, Paris, 
Te,xas' to the west; KXHJ, Russell- 
ville, Ark., to the north; KOTN

system"—a mass of wire buried

Radio 
listeners hear 
the

nouncer say that a certain piece 
01 tnusic is played by "transcrip- 
:ion", but another time he says 
;fic piece is a "record" — they 
really are two different things. 


A record is just what you play 
on your home phonograpn. It is 
either 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
and its playing speed is 78 revo- 
lutions a .minulc. Even the best 
home 
records have considerable 
sunacc noise in the music due to 
tiic material thc discs are made of. 
But a transcription is a profes- 
sional 
disc manufactured princi- 


pally for broadcasting stations. 
A 


transcription usually is 16 inches 
in diameter, it turns at 33 1/3 revo- 
lutions a minute, and will play con- 
tinuously tor 15 minutes. It shows 
almost no surface noise in the mu- 
sic. 


If bought .at the stores in compe-

Hope's new radio station, KXAR, 


14UO on your dial, uses transcrip- 
tions by Lang-Worth, the recording 
division of Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Lang-Worth has supplied 
KXAR with a library of 4,000 musi- 
cal selections, and will furnish 1,- 
5GO more, pro-rated monthly' over 
a two-year contract. For this the 
radio station pays Lang-Worth a 
monthly fee, 
Holding the library 
and thc additional new selections 
snipped monthly, only as long as 
the contract is in cifect. 
The transcription service has two 
advantages besides the 
superior 
quality of the discs themselves: (1) 
It embraces all kinds of music, giv- 
ing a background of melodies that 
never grow old, and adding new 
tunes from the popular field mon- 
thly; and (2) with a transcription 
disc five or more pieces of music 
are arranged on a single plate, with 
intervals Between the songs for an- 
nouncements— thus giving a com- 
plete 15-rmnute show on a single 
transcription. 
In addition, of course, the radio 
station starts off with several hun- 
dred phonograph records, mostly 
popular music, wnich will be added 
to iTo-m month to month.

either 78 or 33 1/3 revolutions per 
minute.

Lease on Life

New York (NEA) —It may seem 


like a harder job 
every day to 
make ends meet. But at least tnere 
is one side dish of comfort in the 
present situation. Today's average 
American has a longer lease 
on 


life than ever before in our history 
in which he may try to perform 
that economic miracle. 


The long-suspected fact that A- 
mcricans are living'longer these 
uays is now official. Life insurance 
companies have just 
adopted 
a 
newly revised mortality table, and 
the keepers of the longevity box 
score now figure the average life 
expectancy at 65.8 years. 
That's a gain of 16.6 years in 
less than half a century. Staticians 
say that record has never been 
approached in man's history and, 
like Babe Ruth's 60 home runs in 
one year, may never be broken 
The new mortality table is the 
first official one in this country 
since 1868. Its appearance is at 
least partly a public relations ges- 
ture. Irate, misinformed policy hol- 
ders had been complaining tnat it 
was ridiculous to base their 
re- 
miums on an 89-year old forecast 
of life expectancy, and that they 
were getting gypped. 


Actually, the insurance compan- 


ies have been keeping up with the 
advancing length of life pretty well 
even though the 1868 table was 
still the basic one. They did this 


antee the holders of participating 
johcies around 3 or 3 1-2 per cent 
nterest. But with their 
present 
earnings they feel tms is unsate. 
bo, on or beiore Jan. 1, the great 
majority 01 tnem will scale ciown 
tne guaranteed rate to 2 a-4, 2 1-2 
or even 2 per cent.

The Brush tape recorder puts mu- 


sic on a quarter-inch paper tape 
by magnetic impulse.

After 
the recording has been played over 
.he air the tape is run 'back through 
the machine, demagnetized, 
and 
used over and over again lor hun- 
dreds of ditlercnl subjects. 


KXAR has had two brush tape 
recorders here since July, and will 
expand this or similar equipment 
as the months go by so that many 
programs can be brought into the 
station from the rural area where 
telephone 
service is not 
good 


enough for a direct wire. 


The Brush tape recorder will 


hold a continuous program of more 
than 30 minutes, and thc machine 
is so simple that anyone can oper- 
ate if after a few hours' instruc- 
tion and practice.

a half miles north of the heart of 
Hope on Stale Highway No. 29, 
was built by B. W. Edwards, who 
put up thc 
Hcmpstcad 
county 


jf courthouse and who is a director 


in Hope1 Broadcasting company. 


Thc building was started Sep- 


tember 2, 1047,. and was finished 
November 28. 


It is 32 by 54 feet, constructed of 


buff brick with interior tile walls, 
an asbestos slate roof and asphalt 
tile floors. Steel frame windows 
arc used throughout the building, 
with special 
tilted double-glass 


panels looking into the studio inter- 
ior from three sides, giving a clear 
view of a "live" show but at thc 


(f\Vsame time guarding against in- 
trusion of noise. 


Thc building was designed by 
Contractor Edwards from an ex- 
tensive collection of sample radio 
station plans, none of wnich met 
exact local needs. After examin- 
ing other stations, and in consulta- 
tion with Chief 
Engineer 
L. B. 


Tooley as to mechanical require- 
ments, Mr. Edwards made the final 
floor plan. Thc building' has been 
highly praised by visiting radio 
men as a model 250-watt "local" 


jfyplant, both as to durable construc- 
tion and interior arrangement. 


A special feature ot tna building 


is its floating foundation. A rein- 
forced concrete frame was laid on 
lop ot the, ground, and a concrete 
slab poured on top of this, ft was 
Mr. Edwards' 
idea—knowing the 


destructive movement of hope's 
soil between wet and dry seasons 
—that ill tho building changed its 
postofficc 
address 
it would

least be all in one piece. 


The building is air-conditioned 


ifcand heated through a central sys- 


tem by Carrier, furnished by A. W. 
Johnson company 
of Tcxarkanu. 
The central system covers all but 
an eight-foot section across the 
south end of the building, which 
was 
cut 
off from the working 
quarters because this 8-by-32-foot 
room houses thc Collins transmitter 
and its 2,000 watts of heat. The 
transmitter gauges are clearly vis- 
ible, however, as required by FCC 
regulations, 
through an insulated 


double-wall glass separating this 
|& work room from the control room. 


This is a brand new feature wilh 
the KXAR building, and attracted 
interest , at the federal inspection 
December 1. The building ceiling 


. throughout is protected with a four- 


inch layer ot rock wool. 


KXAR 
provides 
an 
unusally 


large studio, 17 by 22 feet, with 
the OVa-l'oot ceiling that prevails 
throughout the building. Both the 
studio and the control room ara 
ceilingcd and walled with Heer- 
wagon acoustical tile, purchased 


«ufrom the famous radio supplier at 
Fayetleville, Ark.. In the studio is 
a Baldwin Acrosonic piano bought 
from Melody shop, Tcxarkana, an 
instrument 
of full-length 
strings 


despite its small size. 


The studio runs along Ihe west 
wall of the building. Adjoining it 
on the north end are a combina- 
tion office and audition room, 12'/> 
by 13 feet, with plate glass giving 
a view into the main studio; and, 
on the northcasl corner of Ihe 
building thc manager's office, 13 by 
814 feet. Between these two offices 
W is a four-foot room housing the 


air-conditioning and heating units. 


On thc front, or east, side' is 
the reception room or outside of- 
fice, 29 by 13 feet, with restrooms 
adjoining. 


Adjoining the south end of the 


studio, on Ihe west wall of the 
building, is the control room, 8 by 
17 feet, housing Ihe operating con-

The building is bordered on the 
cast front and south end by

The driveway comes in 
to a parking lot on the north end 
of the building, and this lot will 
be improved to accomodale a large 
number of cars when KXAR is 
playing a local show with particu 
larly wide interest.

And by tne end of 1U48 the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
oxi-ccls the total to level off at 2,- 
2ou—wnich compares with a prewar 
toial of s)00. 


Broadcasting installations 
wore 


booming betoic tne war, but hostil- 
ities dwelled all equipment to the 
armed forces. How the back-log of 
demand lor local stations swamped 
the i-'CC is. shown by its own figures 
as of December 1, 1047:- 


Stations actually licensed 1,453; 
under constructi6n or aoout to lake 
the air (such as KXAH) 482— an 
authorized total of 1,985. 
In audition, there aie 385 appli- 


cation in hearing, and 282 in the 
pending file—for a grand total of 
-,002. 


But conflicts in the hearings will 
eliminate many of the later appli- 
cations, and tne FCC expects the 
final total of operating stations to 
be around 2,25U. 


Which would put ~a radio station 
in every city able to support a 
daily paper—and a couple of hun- 
dred over.

One of the things that puzzles 
tolks when their old home town 
gets a radio station is that the 
broadcast doesn't tiavcl as far at 
night as it docs in the daytime. 
As everyone knows, the long- 
range stations which aren't heard 
m Hope in the daytime suddenly 
spring to life when the sun goes 
down. How come, then, that a local 
station has g -eater range in the day 
and Icht, at night. 


Take the case of KXAR. 
It 
should covei a radius of GO 
1 to 80 
miles around Hope 
in 
the day- 
time, far beyond the city's actual 
trading territory —but at night the 
signal, instead of spicading out for 
hundreds of miles, will probably be 
cut back to just the trading zone. 
Why? 
Well, KXAR's transmitter during 
equipment tests between 1 a.m. nnd 
4:30 a.m. November 29 actually 
reached out some 2,000 miles. The 
Hope station was heard clearly and 
in good volume at Fort Resolution 
Northwest Territory, Canada, 600 
miles north of Edmonton, Alberta 
province. 
Other 
verfied reports 


showed KXAR reached such dis- 
tant points as these:

Because all broadcasting stations 
are more powerful at night the 
federal government arbitrarily re- 
duces their range by overloading 
certain frequencies on your radio 
dial. Take KXAR for instance. Its 
broadcasting frequency is 1490 k.c.. 
But aCXAR is only one of 157 sta- 
tions broadcasting on 1490 k.c.. 
.These" are known as "locals." 
bpaced at intervals of not less than 
85/miles apart, they do not inter- 
fere with one another in daytime 
broadcasting. But at night—all of 
them being more powerful —they 
drive each other back to then- 
own trading territory limits. 


Stations in this section 
which 
broadcast on the same frequency as 
KXAR 1490 k.c., are: KPLT, Paris, 
Te,xas' to the west; KXHJ, Russell- 
ville, Ark., to the north; KOTN 
SoiCToB1Sf£'.Arlc" to the easl! and 
9.VI; Ri"s!on' La- to the south. 
.OfNo. 1 importance to a "local" 
station, therefore, is a good "ground 
system"—a mass of wire buried 
in the earth and radiating out from 
the base of the tower like 
the 
spokes of a wheel—for this, and 
pot the tower, is what gives strength 
to the daytime signal, KXAR's in- 
stallation consists of 120 wires 180 
feet long, and 120 wires 50 feet 
long spaced between the longer 
ones—a total of nearly six miles 
of wiie buried in a huge circle 
around tho tower. It is a much lar- 
ger ground syitem than required by

Show on Disc 


Radio 
listeners hear 
the 
an- 
nouncer say that a certain piece 
01 tnusic is played by "transcrip- 
:ion", but another time he says 
;fic piece is a "record" — they 
really are two different things. 


A record is just what you play 
on your home phonograpn. It is 
either 10 or 12 inches in diameter, 
and its playing speed is 78 revo- 
lutions a .minulc. Even the best 
home 
records have considerable 
sunacc noise in the music due to 
tiic material thc discs are made of. 
But a transcription is a profes- 
sional 
disc manufactured princi- 


pally for broadcasting stations. 
A 


transcription usually is 16 inches 
in diameter, it turns at 33 1/3 revo- 
lutions a minute, and will play con- 
tinuously tor 15 minutes. It shows 
almost no surface noise in the mu- 
sic. 


If bought .at the stores in compe- 


tition with phonograph records 
a

times more—but the transcriptions 
that radio

aren't 


bought; they are leased. 
Hope's new radio station, KXAR, 


14UO on your dial, uses transcrip- 
tions by Lang-Worth, the recording 
division of Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Lang-Worth has supplied 
KXAR with a library of 4,000 musi- 
cal selections, and will furnish 1,- 
5GO more, pro-rated monthly' over 
a two-year contract. For this the 
radio station pays Lang-Worth a 
monthly fee, 
Holding the library 
and thc additional new selections 
snipped monthly, only as long as 
the contract is in cifect. 
The transcription service has two 
advantages besides the 
superior 
quality of the discs themselves: (1) 
It embraces all kinds of music, giv- 
ing a background of melodies that 
never grow old, and adding new 
tunes from the popular field mon- 
thly; and (2) with a transcription 
disc five or more pieces of music 
are arranged on a single plate, with 
intervals Between the songs for an- 
nouncements— thus giving a com- 
plete 15-rmnute show on a single 
transcription. 
In addition, of course, the radio 
station starts off with several hun- 
dred phonograph records, mostly 
popular music, wnich will be added 
to iTo-m month to month. 
Ouviously, all radio stations em- 


ploy special turntables which will 
play either the smallest records or 
trie largest transcriptions, and at 
either 78 or 33 1/3 revolutions per 
minute.

which you hear over some stations

The copyrighted music reproduc- 
ed by radio stations either with 
live talent or on transcriptions or 
records is paid for by the station 
through contracts with the three 
organizations representing tne mus- 
ical composers: ASCAP, BMI and 
SESAC.

Americans 
Have Longer 
Lease on Life

New York (NEA) —It may seem 


like a harder job 
every day to 
make ends meet. But at least tnere 
is one side dish of comfort in the 
present situation. Today's average 
American has a longer lease 
on 


life than ever before in our history 
in which he may try to perform 
that economic miracle. 


The long-suspected fact that A- 
mcricans are living'longer these 
uays is now official. Life insurance 
companies have just 
adopted 
a 
newly revised mortality table, and 
the keepers of the longevity box 
score now figure the average life 
expectancy at 65.8 years. 
That's a gain of 16.6 years in 
less than half a century. Staticians 
say that record has never been 
approached in man's history and, 
like Babe Ruth's 60 home runs in 
one year, may never be broken 
The new mortality table is the 
first official one in this country 
since 1868. Its appearance is at 
least partly a public relations ges- 
ture. Irate, misinformed policy hol- 
ders had been complaining tnat it 
was ridiculous to base their 
re- 
miums on an 89-year old forecast 
of life expectancy, and that they 
were getting gypped. 


Actually, the insurance compan- 


ies have been keeping up with the 
advancing length of life pretty well 
even though the 1868 table was 
still the basic one. They did this 


antee the holders of participating 
johcies around 3 or 3 1-2 per cent 
nterest. But with their 
present 
earnings they feel tms is unsate. 
bo, on or beiore Jan. 1, the great 
majority 01 tnem will scale ciown 
tne guaranteed rate to 2 a-4, 2 1-2 
or even 2 per cent.

sic on a quarter-inch paper tape 
by magnetic impulse.

After 
the recording has been played over 
.he air the tape is run 'back through 
the machine, demagnetized, 
and 
used over and over again lor hun- 
dreds of ditlercnl subjects. 


KXAR has had two brush tape 
recorders here since July, and will 
expand this or similar equipment 
as the months go by so that many 
programs can be brought into the

Hope on Stale Highway No. 29, 
was built by B. W. Edwards, who 
put up thc

Thc building was started Sep- 


tember 2, 1047,. and was finished 
November 28. 


It is 32 by 54 feet, constructed of 


buff brick with interior tile walls, 
an asbestos slate roof and asphalt 
tile floors. Steel frame windows 
arc used throughout the building, 
with special 
tilted double-glass 


panels looking into the studio inter- 
ior from three sides, giving a clear 
view of a "live" show but at thc 


(f\Vsame time guarding against in- 
trusion of noise. 


Thc building was designed by 
Contractor Edwards from an ex- 
tensive collection of sample radio 
station plans, none of wnich met 
exact local needs. After examin- 
ing other stations, and in consulta- 
tion with Chief

Tooley as to mechanical require- 
ments, Mr. Edwards made the final 
floor plan. Thc building' has been 
highly praised by visiting radio 
men as a model 250-watt "local"

The building is air-conditioned 


ifcand heated through a central sys-

quarters because this 8-by-32-foot 
room houses thc Collins transmitter 
and its 2,000 watts of heat. The

This is a brand new feature wilh 
the KXAR building, and attracted 
interest , at the federal inspection 
December 1. The building ceiling

large studio, 17 by 22 feet, with 
the OVa-l'oot ceiling that prevails 
throughout the building. Both the 
studio and the control room ara 
ceilingcd and walled with Heer-

«ufrom the famous radio supplier at 
Fayetleville, Ark.. In the studio is 
a Baldwin Acrosonic piano bought

The studio runs along Ihe west 
wall of the building. Adjoining it 
on the north end are a combina- 
tion office and audition room, 12'/> 
by 13 feet, with plate glass giving 
a view into the main studio; and, 
on the northcasl corner of Ihe 
building thc manager's office, 13 by 
814 feet.

And by tne end of 1U48 the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
oxi-ccls the total to level off at 2,- 
2ou—wnich compares with a prewar 
toial of s)00. 


Broadcasting installations 
wore 


booming betoic tne war, but hostil- 
ities dwelled all equipment to the 
armed forces. How the back-log of 
demand lor local stations swamped 
the i-'CC is. shown by its own figures 
as of December 1, 1047:- 


Stations actually licensed 1,453; 
under constructi6n or aoout to lake 
the air (such as KXAH) 482— an 
authorized total of 1,985. 
In audition, there aie 385 appli- 


cation in hearing, and 282 in the 
pending file—for a grand total of 
-,002. 


But conflicts in the hearings will 
eliminate many of the later appli- 
cations, and tne FCC expects the 
final total of operating stations to 
be around 2,25U. 


Which would put ~a radio station 
in every city able to support a 
daily paper—and a couple of hun- 
dred over.

One of the things that puzzles 
tolks when their old home town 
gets a radio station is that the 
broadcast doesn't tiavcl as far at 
night as it docs in the daytime. 
As everyone knows, the long- 
range stations which aren't heard 
m Hope in the daytime suddenly 
spring to life when the sun goes 
down. How come, then, that a local 
station has g -eater range in the day 
and Icht, at night. 


Take the case of KXAR. 
It 
should covei a radius of GO 
1 to 80 
miles around Hope 
in 
the day- 
time, far beyond the city's actual 
trading territory —but at night the 
signal, instead of spicading out for 
hundreds of miles, will probably be 
cut back to just the trading zone. 
Why? 
Well, KXAR's transmitter during 
equipment tests between 1 a.m. nnd 
4:30 a.m. November 29 actually 
reached out some 2,000 miles. The 
Hope station was heard clearly and 
in good volume at Fort Resolution 
Northwest Territory, Canada, 600 
miles north of Edmonton, Alberta 
province.

showed KXAR reached such dis- 
tant points as these:

Because all broadcasting stations 
are more powerful at night the 
federal government arbitrarily re- 
duces their range by overloading 
certain frequencies on your radio 
dial. Take KXAR for instance. Its 
broadcasting frequency is 1490 k.c.. 
But aCXAR is only one of 157 sta- 
tions broadcasting on 1490 k.c.. 
.These" are known as "locals." 
bpaced at intervals of not less than 
85/miles apart, they do not inter- 
fere with one another in daytime 
broadcasting. But at night—all of 
them being more powerful —they 
drive each other back to then- 
own trading territory limits. 


Stations in this section 
which 
broadcast on the same frequency as 
KXAR 1490 k.c., are: KPLT, Paris, 
Te,xas' to the west; KXHJ, Russell- 
ville, Ark., to the north; KOTN

.OfNo. 1 importance to a "local" 
station, therefore, is a good "ground 
system"—a mass of wire buried 
in the earth and radiating out from

stallation consists of 120 wires 180 
feet long, and 120 wires 50 feet 
long spaced between the longer 
ones—a total of nearly six miles 
of wiie buried in a huge circle 
around tho tower.

or KXAR's signal in competition 
with other stations for good-listen- 
ng whether day or night.

band runs from 550 to 1600. Every- 
thing below 1200 is reserved for 
clear-channel and regional stations. 
Here's a sample of how the FCC 
divides up frequencies so America's 
2,000 radio stations can be accb- 
modated on the air: 
We'll start with San Antonio's 
WOAI, which has 50,000 watts on 
1200 
k.c.— a clear channel fre- 
quency. 
"Clear channel" 'means 
there is no other station in the U.S. 
on that frequency at night. There 
may be a few "locals'1, but they 
are licensed for daytime operation 
only —and are far enough away 
not to interfere with the free-chan- 
nel station's daytime signal. It so 
happens that WOAI has no compe- 
ition on 1200 k.c. either day 
or 
night. 
The next frequency, 1210 k.c., 
also is clear channel. It is held by 
WCAU, Philadelphia, Pa., with 50,- 
000 watts. WCAU has 1210 k.c. alone 
at night, but there are four day- 
time license holders —in Illinois, 
Michigan, North Carolina and Ohio, 
imited to 250 or 1,000 watts, and 
o far away that theirs and Phila- 
delphia's signals don't cross one 
another during the day. 
Another 
clear-channel 
is 1220 


c.c.; and then two 250-watt "local" 
-hannels, 1230 k.c. and 1240 k.c.. 
But after that we have a straight 
un of frequencies assigned to a 
hird class of station—the regional, 
vih either 1,000 or 5,000 watts pow- 
er, such as KARK, Little Rock. 
This particular group of regional 
"requencies begins at 1250 k.c. and 
•uns continuously (except for four 
'local" frequencies previously mon- 
ioned) all the way to 1500. There 
the pattern changes to clear chan- 
iel, and the 
"clear" 
runs 
up 
through 1580. Then the last two po- 
sitions at the top of the dial, 1590 
and 1600 k.c., are regional. 


And that's the pattern by which 


the Federal Communications Com- 
mission licenses 2,000 stations in 
the U.S.A., giving every sizable 
city a radio voice but at the same 
ime .making sure that each will 
operate without causing interfer- 
ence to other stations in their 
respective territories.

tages —which are being built by 
the miners themselves with the 
aid of bank credits and the colla- 
boration of the mining authorities 
—apartment houses and two-family 
brick buildings are going up. 


The Donbas was one of the most 


devastated areas of the war. 
Each miner can obtain a 10,000 


rouble credit for ' period of 10 
years which he begins paying off 
in equal installments a year after 
he moves into his house. 
Each miner building a home is 
given —by Ws local Sovet —a plot 
of land big enough for the house, 
a small barn, chicken sheds and a 
garden or orchard. 
The cottages are of individual 
design but retain the traditions 
of Ukrainian architecture. 
They 
are mostly built of stone and slag 
blocks and usually have 
three 
rooms.

To understand Bennett's meth- 
ods, you have to understand water 
divining, which is something like 
the Indian rope trick, inasmuch 
as those who have seen it know 
all about it. while those who have 
not seen it swear it is a fake and 
cannot be done. 


The ordinary water diviner is 


remarkable 
enough. 
He 
walks 
across a field with a hazel wan'fl 
in his hand, and the wand trem-

his water divining without leav- 
ing the house,

thanks from India, Australia, Now

To understand Bennett's meth- 
ods, you have to understand water 
divining, which is something like 
the Indian rope trick, inasmuch 
as those who have seen it know 
all about it. while those who have 
not seen it swear it is a fake and 
cannot be done. 


The ordinary water diviner is 


remarkable 
enough. 
He 
walks 
across a field with a hazel wan'fl 
in his hand, and the wand trem- 
bles and points downwards at the 
point where -water lies 
beneath 
the soil. 


Farmer Bennett, however, does 


his water divining without leav- 
ing the house,

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Odds Against 
Chances of 
Another War

New York —If anybody is bet- 


ting on chances of war on a basis 
of past performances, the odds 
now are against it. 


There are more examples 
in 
American history of serious inter- 
national arguments having been 
settled peacefully than there arc of 
those that culminated in war. 


As against six declared wars in 


which the United States has been 
engaged since 
the 
Revolution, 


there have been ten "times of 
tension" which ended calmly. 


War talk has 
been prevalent 


during much of the country's exis- 
tence. 


The colonies had barely got go 
ing as a united government when it 
looked as though they might have 
to bare muscles against France 
That was in the 1790's, when the 
revolutionary French government 
tried to get America to take its 
side in its conflict with half a do- 
zen European powers and Britain 


When the U. S. refused to in- 
tervene the French began to hit 
at American shipping and demand- 
ed a loan as appeasement. Al 
America took up the cry of Char- 
les Cotcsworth Pinckney, arribas 
sador to France: 
"Millions foi 


defense, but not one cent for tri- 
bute." 


Gen. Washington was beckoned 


from retirement to command the 
hastily forming army, American 
seamen 
armed 
their merchan' 
ships and there 
were numerous 
skirmishes at 
sea. 


War clouds grew blacker 
and 


even his bitterest political enemies 
announced their support of Presi- 
dent John Adams' foreign policy. 
Abruptly, in 1799, the new French 


j dictator Bonaparte offered a peace 
treaty. 


I 
There was another close call in 


j 1846 after the Democrats had elect 
,lcd J:\mes K. Polk president on 
a virtual war platform sloganized1 
as "Fifty-Four Forty or Fight." 


Under the terms of the Louisiana 
Purchase, the U. S. claimed 
it 


had rights to all northwest terri- 
tory right up to the 50° 40' lati- 
tude at the Alaska border. 
The 
British had long maintained 
a 


counter-claim, . and when discus- 
sions got nowhere war talk began 
to mount. Finally, however, 
an 


agreement was reached putting the 
Oregon boundary at the forty-ninth 
parallel, its present border. 
America had three other brushes 


with the British. In 1863, John Bull 
grew apoplectic over the "wanton 
insult ' given by U. S. Marines \yho 
stopped a British steamer carrying 
two Confederate envoys on their 
way to Europe.

•backing a losing cause. 


-In 1895, when Britain allegedly 
violaled the Monroe Doctrine 
in 
the Venezuela-British Guiana boun- 
dary dispute which had been going 
on for more than half a century, 
President Cleveland accused her of 
"willful aggression." He threatened 
to "resist by every means" 
any 
British 
appropriation of mineral- 


rich lands which the U. S. regard- 
ed as Venezuelan. In thai case a 
"get tough" policy paid ofC because 
Ihe British public, recoiling from 
the "unthinkable horror" of war, 
put pressure on their government to 
arbitrate. 


Waving the big stick helped pro- 


duce peace in several other delicate 
situations. 


When Napoleon III tried lo set 
up a French empire in Mexico dur- 
ing the Civil War and was slow in 
removing his troops Union veterans 
oiled their funs for action.

Chances of

Miami Has 
Novel Plan of 
Construction

Miami. Fla. —A novel method 


of house assembly here is helping 
to keep Miami at the top of the 
list in postwar home Construction. 


In developing Essex Village in 


suburban Hialeah, Thomas P. Coo- 
gan, regional vice president of the 
National Association of Home Build- 
ers and president of the Florida 
Home Builders Association, has put 
his assembly ideas into mass pro- 
duction that has been yielding an 
average of two homes completed 
daily. 


The $7,000,000 development will 


include 600 homes, 70 two-family 
houses and 112 apartment units, the 
latter for rental. There also will be 
a $400,000 community shopping cen- 
ter to meet the needs of the 3,000 
persons who will reside in the deve- 
lopment. 


Carpenters on' this job don't need 


a saw, a square or a rule. They are 
strictly hammer-and-nail men. All 
the sawing and measuring is done 
m an assembly yard, where power 
equipment turns out the lumber 
needed with a minimum of labor 
and a maximum of speed. 


The procedure is not pre-fa'oica- 
tion, but it employs similar •time- 
saving principles.. After the home 
buyer has chosen from one of the 
nine home designs, the four walls 
are put together in the assembly 
i'ard, so that no. adjustments 
or 


trimmings are necessary. 


As each wall is completed, it is 


hoisted on to the side of a truck. 
When four walls arc aboard, off the 
truck goes to the site. The concrete 
foundation has been poured and 
has hardened. 


Next the rafters go in, and the 
roofers follow. 


The exact amount of lumber re- 


quired for partitioning has been 
delivered, cut to measure. The ga- 
bles, too, are pre-assembled and 
delivered complete. 


Financed through FHA and G.I 


loans to veterans, the dwelling sell 
for $8,700 for two-bedroom homes 
and $7,500 for three-bedroom units. 
Veterans are able to buy the hou- 
ses, including refrigerator, 
stove 


and hot water heater, without a 
down payment.

The 
greater 
proportion 
of 
the 


colored farmers 
are located in 


the lowland areas of eastern and 
southern Arkansas. Share cropping 
is most prevalent in the cotton- 
producing lowland areas and is 
less frequent on the mixed-farm-, 
inj; uplands.

i'arm contained 83 acres . . . About 
41 per cent of the state's total 
farm acreage v/as embraced 
in

Inridcntally, the university bul- 


letin shows that farm tenancy in 
Hempstead county is 42.1 per cent, 
wmcn compares with 45.6 per cent 
for Miller and 57.4 for LaFayette. 
But the higher-ground areas show 
a s;i-naller percentage, 3G.6 per cent 
for Howard county, and 22 per 
cent for Piko. And in the rich bot- 
tomlands o£ eastern Arkansas the 
tenancy percentage runs from 5J 
to UO.

The Real Danger 
When President Truman asked 


Congress for discretionary power 
to impose price controls and ra- 
tioning, it was only political second 
nature for some Republican mem- 
bers to charge him with using "po- 
lice state" methods. For Mr. Tru- 
man, in an oilnand political con- 
iurcncc remark a month ago, had 
said that such controls, though 


. sometimes needed, partook of po- 
lice state techniques.

Mr. Truman's remark was ra- 
ther ill-considered, since govern- 
ment regulations operating with- 
in the 
American constitutional 


framework of checks and balances 
czinnot bt> dictatorial. 
For 
the 


same reason, Senator Taft's char- 
ges that Mr. Truman's proposals 
marked 
"the end 'of economic 
freedom" and "a step toward a 
completely 
totalitarian 
nation" 


were b'oth ill-considered and extrav- 
agant. 


Whether or not the President's 


jltylp-polht program to combat infla- 


tion is wise, it carries no threat 
to the orderly processes of our 
government. 
Congress will grant 


him only such powers as the ma- 
jority sees fit. The President may 
veto that grant if he thinks it is 
inadequate, and try again for some- 
thing nearer to what he wants. 
But Congress still has the last 
word. 
The likelihood that 
Congress 


will withhold some of the discre- 
tionary powers that Mr. Truman 


01 requested is proof enough that dic- 
v tatarship is not imminent. In 
a 


police state, ihe President would 
have a puppet legislature. 


The real clanger, then, is not to- 


talitarianism. The danger is ra- 
ther that both parties will side- 
track statesmanship in favor of 
politics. It was signaled by the 
reactions which reporters brought 
down from Capitol Hill after 
tlie 
President':; speech. 


Some congressmen said that Mr. 
Truman had pulled a fast one by 
,f asking far more thpn the Republi- 
• ' can-controlled Congress would pos- 


sibly grant him, thus putting the 
blame for high prices and growing 
inflation on the GOP. Others said 
that the smartest tiling the ^pub- 
licans could do would be to give 


, the President all he had asked for 


and then let him stew in- his own 
juice. Still others obviously fig- 
ured that the charge of totalitar- 
ianism would be the strongest po 
litical weapon. 


This situation rises from a con- 
t dition the exact opposite of total 


itarian. Its basic cause is the 
freedom with which American cit- 
izens arc permitted to change their 
political in i n d s. The 
result in 


this case is a partisan division ol 
authority which invites a partisan 
iufi ol' war. 


The fault is not in the system. 


But the question is whether the 
two parties will resist the temp 
tation to indulge in a purely polit- 
ical game. There is the uneasy 
recollection that there have been

V^' caused momentous repercussions 


far beyond the field of domestic 
political maneuvers. 
There seems a chance that our 


Washington politicians may for- 
get the simple truth that the mis- 
takes which luad to domestic disas- 


, 
er or a war are made in the quiet 
and apparent safety of peace. When 
disaster or war comes, there is 
nothing Icit to do but pitch in and 
work together. But the pound of 
cure i.s costly and tragic. 


We cannot and would not adjourn

British informants said the new 
arrangements, effective Jan. 1, 
probably would "open the way for 
a new line of attack" on the west- 
ern powers' policy in Germany.

conomic and financial control in 
the merged zones would be in di- 
rect proportion to each 
country's 


contribution to a common budget. 
This would mean that the 
U. S. 


would assume virtually 
complete 
"conomic and financial control over 
the two areas, as American nego- 
tiators have agreed to take over all 
o£ Britain's dollar 
commitments, 
the informants said. 


In the bluntest language he has 
vet used during the conference 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall yesterday accused Russia of 
extracting German assets at

Arkansas Christmas shoppers are 
•buying larger 
and more 
useful 


gifts this year than ever before. 
And laey are doing 
mas buying earlier. 


This was reflected 


their Christ- 


by a state- 
wide survey of Christmas shopping 
in major Arkansas communities. 
The survey also showed: 
The shoppers are spending more 
-cash than ever before. 


They are utilizing relaxed credit 


controls to provide large gifts for 
their homes. 


The shoppers have a wide choice 


of better quality stocks than 
at 


anytime since 1941 and perhaps in 
history. 


They have a "buyers' market" 
for the first time since 1941. 


All types of 
merchandise 
are 


boro. 


Hot Springs 


"getting a play" from the shoppers 
but the prevalence 
of so-called 
useful gift buying was noted by at 
least two sales managers. These 
include 
home 
appliances. dra- 
peries, 
furniture, 
washing 
ma- 
chines and rugs. 


Only at Pine Bluff was there a 
departure from the general trend. 
There merchants reported that the 
Christmas trade was not up to the 
1946 level and that the holiday buy- 
ing season was 
late in 
getting 


under way. These same merchants, 
however, predicted the Christmas 
rush would be in fjll swing next 
week. Drug and novelty stores at 
Pine Bluff reported a greater de- 
mand this year than last. 


Throughout the state a heavy de- 
mand for toys, doils r.nd nylon hose 
was reported. 
One 
Little Rock 
sales manager said simply — and 
"•;adly — "our tov stock is about 
depleted." 


Fort Smith and Little Rock re- 
ports indicated that the dollar vol- 
ume was well ahead of last year indicated" 


but that the unit buying probably 
was less. This was attributed to 
(1) increased prices and (2) pur- 
chases of more expensive 
items 
such as $50 to $100 electric train 
sets instead of $10 construction sets 
and $10 pipes instead of $2 ties. 


The tie, shirt and toiletry count- 
ers are getting a heavy rush from 
the buyers. And, nylon slocking 
sales at Fort Smith led one jib- 
server to comment that there prob- 
ably would be at least one pair of 
these hose under every tree in Se- 
oastian county. 


Little Rock merchants, who gen- 


erally agreed that sales exceeded 
expectations, and those at 
Fort 
Smith reported increased 
Novem- 
ber sales which may have 
been 
early Christmas buying. However, 
they wouldn't attribute the increase 
entirely to Santa Claus. 


Jonesboro 
reported 
that, 
al- 
though the Christmas buying was a 
little later this year than last, the 
volume would be greater. 
Credit 
buying of articles above $50 was 
reported on the increase at Jones-

There was no formal committee 
report, only the transcript of the 
secret hearings being made public. 


The subcommittee investigation 
was based on report of Robert E. 
Lee, chief of the committee's in- 
vestigating staff, that "a review of 
the evidential material" appears to 
indicat in the Boston office:
